UTTERLY IMPOTENT 


DEMOCRATIC PARTY ONLY 
, CAN RESTORE PROSPER- 


ITY SAYS GOVERNOR 


AUSTIN, Jan. 
15—(IP)—Impot- 
ency was charged the republican 
government 
by 
Governor Dan 


Moody today in his message to 
the 42nd Texas legislature. 
"The prosperity this country en- 
joyed before the republican rule 
in 1921 can be restored the na- 
tion only by a democratic party," 
he said. "Present conditions again 
demonstrate the impotency of the 
republican party and its increas- 
ing inefficiency." 
His statements were made in a 
section of his address urging a 
reuniting of southern democracy.

Corsicana Banker 
Paid $15,000 To 
Four Men, Dallas 


Local Youth Placed in Automobile and Carried 


To Dallas; Returned Unharmed Following 


Day; Four Men Implicated 


Robert Cerf, aged twenty-four years, son of Mr. and 


Mrs. I. N. Cerf, and not James Cerf, sixteen, was the vic- 
tim of kidnappers Wednesday night, December 10, 1930, 
and a ransom of $15,000 was paid by his father for his 
son's safe return to this city, according to information re- 
ceived from Mr. Cerf, president of the State National 
Bank, in an exclusive interview with a representative of 
the Corsicana Daily Sun Thursday morning. 


Previous stories of the kidnapping claimed James as 


the victim and that the time of the kidnapping was week 
before last. These statements were emphatically denied 
by Mr. Cerf. 


Kidnapped Dec. 10th. 


According to the information received from Mr. Cerf 


the son Robert was walking home the night of December 
10, about 11:30 o'clock when an automobile occupied by 
the driver only pulled up to the curb and young Cerf was 
asked if he did not want to ride. The youth accepted the 


i invitation and upon getting into the car was immediately, 


covered with a pistol and told to keep quiet. 


The automobile then headed toward Dallas and be- 


fore, getting out of the city two or three other men were 
picked up. 
Mr. Cerf said his son was not sure as to 


the number of his kidnappers. 


Note Received. 


About 12:30 Thursday morning, or aproximately one. 


hour following the kidnapping Mr. Cerf received a tele- 
phone call at his home and was told to look for a note on 
the front porch. The note was-found and contained the 
demand for $15,000 ransom. Mr. Cerf would not reveal 
other contents of the note. 


The following afternoon after the kidnapping Mr. Cerf, 


accompanied by N. Suttle Roberts, vice president of the 
State National Bank, and close friend of Cerf, went to 
Dallas in an automobile and were met by four men about 
two miles south of Dallas where the ransom money of 
$15,000 was paid over in large denomination bills. 


Arrived Home Safely. 


When Mr. Cerf and Mr. Roberts delivered the money 


they immediately turned around and came back to Cor- 
sicana. Robert was then released by his captors and re- 
turned home that night arriving here on the interurban. 
Robert was at the Cerf home today but could not be in- 
(crviewed. 


According to Mr. Cerf his son was not mistreated in 


anyway by the kidnappers but was kept in a dark room 
where his meals weru brought to him. The youth was 
uncertain as to the number of the men holding him and 
as to his location in Dallas. 
He was not tied or gagged 


on the trip to Dallas but was kept covered by a pistol in 
'i-'p hands of one of the men and told to make no noise 
or attempt to escape. 


"No report of the kidnapping was made to any officer

TERRACING HELD FIRST OF 


FARMING FUNDAMENTALS BY 


AGRICULTURAL ENGINEER 


(EDITOR'S NOTE—This 13 the second 
of a daily series of four articles, prepar- 
ed with the co-operation of M. R. Bent- 
ley, aericultnral cnpinpcr of Texas Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical Collepe. and A.

should be placed first on the list 
of fundamentals of farming, ac- 
cording to M. R. Bentley, agricul- 
tural engineer of Texas Agricul- 
tural antl Mechanical College, who 
said it was _the most 
effective 
measure ever 'fleveloed to mitigate 
the effects of drouth and at the 
same time increase the 
fertility 


and productivity of soils. 


Bentley has been engaged in ag- 


ricultural 
enginering 
for 
many 
years and for the past several has 
advocated universay adoption of 
the terracing plan. 


According 
to 
Bentley, 
the 


drought whcih Texas experienced 
last summer would not have had 
such disastrous results had the 
majority of the farms been prop- 
erly and adequately terraced. Fail- 
ure to preserve and conserve the 
soil moisture caused the crops to 
burn up quickly. If moisture had 
been kept in the land by terracing 
farms generally would have been 
in 50 per cent better condition, he 
said. 
Some of Reasons for Terracing. 
Some of the reasons that farm- 


ers should terrace were listed by 
Bentley. They were: to stop gul- 
lying; to stop sheet washing; to 
hold rainfall on the land; to pre- 
vent loss of crop stand; to prevent 
washing off of vegetable matter; 
to keep hill side sand from cover- 
ing bottom lands; to hold commer- 
cial fertilizer or manure on the 
land; to keep the hillside soil from 
filling ditches on bottom land. 
Bentley advised farmers to look 


their fields over carefully before 
starting terracing operations and 
to consider future changes in the 
lands. The best outlets should be 
selected, the lines run with an in- 
strument to insure uniformity, and 
sharp bends avoided in the plow- 
ing line. 
Terracing 
should be 


started at the top and the base 
should be broad. 
Gullies higher 


than the terrace should be clammed 
and the terracing outlets should be 
wide and shallow. 
One of 
the 
most 
important 


things to be remembered in terrac- 
ing is to run the rows with the 
terrace, he said. 
Something also 


should be planted 
on 
terrace 


ridges, Bcntly said. 


Prevents Erosion. 
While terracing prevents erosion 


and conserves the plant building 
elements, farmers should keep in 
mind that this alone will not work 
wonders. 
Several 
things should 


be done after terracing to improve 
the land. Some of them listed by 
Bentley were: Plow or list across 
the slope instead of up and down 
hill; practice deep fali and winter 
plowing; plow under stalks and 
other vegetation; grow legumes; 
plant velvet beans and cowpeas 
bewten wide rows of corn or grain 
sorghum; rotate row crops with a 
sowed crop, using cane, sudan grass 
or swet clover for poor soils; plant 
winter cover crops, such as burr 
clover 
or 
small 
grain; 
scatter 
straw stacks and barnyard ma- 
nure; use commercial 
fertilizers. 


Rebuilding 
of worn 
out 
and 


washed out lands is becoming a 


problem of more and more serious- 
ness, Bentley said. Nearly all the 
cultivated hilly land in the state 
is subject to erosion. 


Erosion may do damage in more 


ways than one, he declared. The 
most noticeable effect of erosion 
is the cutting of gullies in the 
fields. 
Erosion may take a layer 


of soil evenly from the surface of 
the field. This is known as sheet 
washing. 
Erosion may 
separate 


and carry away the humus, or 
vegetable matter. 
It often covers 


good bottom land with sand. 


Washington of soil from hillsides 


often fills up the natural drainage 
ditches, making it i .cessary to in- 
stall an artificial drainage system 
and frequently destroys the stand 
of a young growing crop. 
Er 


ion also washes away the manure 
or commercial fertilizer placed on 
the land. 


Many Communities Affected. 


More than three-fourths of the 


counties of the state are affected 
by erosion, the land extent being 
aproximately 100,000.000 acres. Of 
this acreage, 40,000,000 acres would 
be greatly benefited by terracing 
while 20,000,000 acres must be ter- 
raced if the land is to be kept un- 
der cultivation, Bentley said. 


Terracing, in Bentley's opinion 


is gaining popularity in Texas not 
only as a erosion preventive, but 
also as a means of conserving the 
rainfall. . The 
precipitation 
in 


West Texas is great enough nearly 
every year to produce good crops 
if all the rainfall is properly con 
served, he said. 


In many instances, where the 


slope is not too great, the mere 
contouring of the rows will help 
materially in holding the water on 
the land. This is especially appli- 
cable in the Plains country and 
similar lands. 


The conservation of moisture by 
terracing .and contouring of rows 
would bo worth millions of dollars 
to Texas annually. This should re- 
ceive special attention 
in those 


parts- o'f the state where moisture 
is he determining factor in crop 
production, Bentley stated. 


The cost of terracing 
ranges 


from $1 to $10 per acre with the 
average cost estimated at $2.25. 
The cost of contouring the crop 
rows with the land is , practically 
nothing, Bentley 
said, requiring 


only the surveying of a few guide 
rows.

The storm laid an icy siege over

North 
China. 
Hundreds of 


thousands were suffering acutely 
in temperatures averaging five de- 
grees 
below zero. 
Large num- 


bers continued to freeze to death 
among the poverty-stricken pop- 
ulace. 


Police of Pciping found on the 


streets 100 bodies of those who 
perished In the past twenty-four 
hours in the blinding dust nnd 
freezing temperatures. 


The sky became a paleful yel- 


low as the 
howling dust laden 


winds struck Peiping suddenly and 
the 
temperature 
dropped 
forty 


degrees within a few hours.

EROSION AND LOSS OF SOIL 


FERTILITY URGED IN TEXAS

farm lands, to prevent erosion and 
loss of plant 
building qualities 


of the soil, is urged strenuously 
by federal, state and county agri- 
cultural experts as a panacea for 
at least some of the ills of the 
farmer. 


Few persons, agronomists said, 


realize the extent to which natur- 
al resources are dissipated thru 
washing and erosion. 
Erosion re- 


duces fertility of soil, causes a 
corresponding -reduction 
in crop 


production and results in large ex- 
pense in building the soil back 
to profitable production. 
Harry Dunlavy, 
superintendent 


of the Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical College experiment station at 
Temple, in aXr^cent survey found 
that cotton yields, as a whole, 
were decreasing one and one-half 
pounds per acre per year due to 
erosion. In the black land areas, 
the reduction was two and three- 
fourths pounds per acre, with the 
result 
forecast 
that black 
land 


probably will not yield more cot- 
ton than the average in the next 
few years. 
Thousands of acres of black 


land, Dunlavy said, have lost their 
native color and are now yellow 
and in some instances, 
turning 


white. 
L. G. Jones, professor of agron- 


omy at Texas A. and 
M., said 


126,000,000,000 pounds of plant food 
were destroyed annually by ero- 
sion, more than 
21 
times 
the 


amount of food used in growing 
crops. 
"The damage being done by ero- 


sion is so great," Jonse said, "that 
our minimum estimates are prob- 
ably unbelievable to the average 
person, who never gives a thought 
to the subject. For example, at 
least 1,500,000,000 tons of soli are 
carried out of the fields and pas- 
tures of the nation each year. And 
this la mostly out of our fields. 
The value of available -and poten- 
tion 
phosphorous, 
nitrogen 
and 


potassium in this debris, on the 
basis of the cheapest commercial 
fertilizer, is something 
over $2,- 


000,000,000. There is evidence that 
at least two hundred million' dol- 
lars of this is an actual tangible 
loss to our farmers every year." 
For several years, M. R. Bent- 


ley, 
agricultural engineer connect- 


ed with the extension division of 
the Agricultural and 
Mechanical 


College has been engaged in the 
task 
of impressing the 
farmers 


with the vital importance of con- 
serving the soil of their farms as 
much as possible. Constant drill- 
ng in the minds of farmers of the 
enormous amounts of plant food 
lost through washing had produc- 
ed some results, but there still 
v.-ns vast room for improvement. 


With_A. K. Short, conservation 


and terracing agent of the Federal 


Land Bank at Houston, Bentley 
has been demonstrating terracing 
in all sections of the state. 


Short, who followed agricultur- 


al pursuits several years, 
firmly 


believes terracing and 
conserva- 


tion of soil are tho most import- 
ant steps in farming today. 
So 


does the Federal Land Bank, this 
institution refusing to make a loan 
to any farmer whose land is no' 
terraced. 


"So important has terracing anc 


soil conservation become that the 
bank has established a separate 
department to inform farmers o 
the move. 
The bank believes Its 


loan must bo protected not only 
by the land itself but by proserv 
ing the land fertility so that i 
is a valuable asset and not jus 
so much dirt. 
If farmers would 


just come to the realization tha 
the most valuable part of thei: 
lands are washed away into thi 
rivers and lakes, taking the bes 
part of the soil and leaving onlj 
infertile dirt, and then set abou 
to correct this condition, the out 
look for farmers 
would be im 


measureably
